POLE

S:<n Francisco, March 15.—Several 


weeks ago when seismographs thruV 
out the world :ecor'-«:il an c-nrrhfjunke 
of terrible proportions somewhere be- 
neath the bed of the Pacific Ocean, 
a, European scientist startled the pub- 
lic by announcing the earthquake had 
been caused by the earth shifting-its 
axis. 


If anyone feels any deep concern 


over the earth's ailment, however, he 
can perhaps be assured by the state- 
ment of Dr. W. W. Campbell, director 
of Lick Observatory, Mount Hamilton, 
California. 


Dr. Campbell 
declares that 
the 


earth undoubtedly did shift its axis, 
but that there is no cause for concerr, 
in as much as the axis is habitiially 


-•-Shifted in this manner. 


The earth, declared Dr. Campbell, is 


very seldom "on center " 


"It has been known for nearly 40 


years that the position of the axis of 
the earth shifts, " a little declared Dr 
Campbell. "The shift is slow and fcpn.: 
tinual. If we could station ourselves 
at the north pole and actually see the 
point where the end of the (imagin- 
ary) axis of rotation conies to the sur- 
face, we should find in the course of 


I decades and centuries that this point 
is constantly moving around, irregu- 
larly, within a circular area of about 
60 or 65 feet in diameter. Its average 
location would be the center of the 
circle; once in every decade or two 
the end of the rotation axis would be 
close to the center. But a few years 
later it could be as much as SO i'ect 
from the center of the circle. 


"This is partly caused by the ac- 


cumulation of snow and ice; excess at- 
mosphere on the unsymetrical land 
areas of the northern hemisphere in 
the winter,'and the vanishing of these 
three items in the northern spring and 
summer, and likewise to the influence 
of air and ocean currents. 


"Lord Kelvin computed 45 years ago 


^that if the earth were completely lev- 
eled, the clissymetry of mass compared 
with, the present 
uneveness 
would 


cause the earth's axis of rotation at 
the north and south poles to shift 
through a distance of 100 feet. 


If a beautifully balanced flywheel of 


an eng-ine were tin-own out of balance 
by depositing an extra weight on a 
section' of its rim, it would try to 
shift its axis of rotation and if the 
bearing of the wheel were yielding 
or movable the axis of rchatipn would 
actually change 
The earth is just- 


like a flywheel. 


"We do not know positively that 


there is any correction between such 
shif tings of the earth's axis am! earth 
qua/kes, but the connection is strongly 
suspected. 


"Similarly the unsymotrical loaded 


flywheel tries to change its axis and 
cannot, because the bearings hold it 
in a fixed position, stresses are set up 
in the wheel. 


"Similarly the unsymetrical loading 
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of the' earth creates stresses upon it. 
The forces which cause the wobblings 
nt the earth's axis are- on a 
stupen- 


dous scale. The enormous 
rotating 


earth masses resist a change of axis 
and this is believed to encourage the 
shifting- of the earth masses along 
the.lines of greatest weakness—the 
geologic faults. 


"Students of seismology have actu- 


ally found that the greatest recorded 
earthquakes in the pr.st '10 years have 
occurred when the position of 
the 


earth's axis was shifting more rapid- 
ly ,01- had readier! its greatest degree 
in shifting-. Among the complicating 
factors' probably belong the influence 
of volcanic forces, and varying attrac 
tions of the sun and moon upon the 
earth's materials, aiirf alternative ele- 
vation and depression of the ocean's 
surface such as ti'da! effects, etc Satis 
factory decisions must await the ac- 
cumulation of deserved facts before 
earthquakes can be traced with con- 
fidence to their actual causes. 


"Great earth<iii,aUes 
whose 
origin 


lie on land nearly 
always 
declare 


their location by visible disturbances 
in the surface strata. The reason is 
that most great earthquakes arc as- 
sociated with" and result from actual 
relative' movements of immense' mas- 
ses of earth materials. These move- 
ments occur along- breaks or cracks 
is the rock strata, known as geologic 
faults. 


"Some of these fault lines or sur- 


I faces, well 'known to geologists, are 
hundreds of miles in length and doubt 
less extern! down through the rock 
strata thousands of feet—possibly se- 
veral miles. It is a known fact that 
similiar faults lie under the bed of 
the ocean.

"Before we can
